HISTORICAL  STATEMENT. 

The  Western  Reserve  University  was  chartered  as 
Western  Reserve  College,  February  7,  1826,  and  located 
at  Hudson,  Ohio.  After  many  years  of  successful  labor  it 
received  an  increased  endowment  and  in  1882  was  remov- 
ed to  Cleveland,  Ohio.  It  now  includes  two  colleges  and 
two  academies:  Adelbert  College  and  Cleveland  Medical 
College,  both  of  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Western  Reserve  Acad- 
emy, of  Hudson,  Ohio,  and  Green  Spring  Academy,  of 
Green  Spring,  Ohio.

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GREEN  SPRING  ACADEMY. 

The  Academy  at  Green  Spring,  Seneca  Co.,  Ohio, 
was  founded  by  the  Synod  of  Toledo  in  1881.  Two  years 
later  it  was  connected  with  the  Western  Reserve  Universi- 
ty as  a  Preparatory  School  for  Adelbert  College.  It  re- 
mains, however,  under  its  own  Board  of  Trustees,  and  con- 
tinues to  give  special  attention  to  preparation  for  teaching 
and  general  culture,  as  well  as  to  preparation  for  College. 
Normal  work  is  introduced  as  far  as  is  practicable,  and  an 
attempt  is  made  to  cultivate  all  departments  with  that 
thoroughness  which  is  necessary  in  a  preparation  for  higher 
culture.  In  the  past  years  good  work  has  been  done,  and 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees  and  Teachers  to  keep  up 
with  all  the  improvements  and  demands  of  the  times.

THE  BUSINESS  COURSE  comprises  the  studies  of  the  first  and  sec- 
ond years  of  the  English  Course,  together  with  thorough  instruction  in 
Book  Keeping  and  Commercial  Law. 


THE  TEACHERS'  COURSE  consists  of  the  studies  of  the  English 
Course  entire,  together  with  special  instruction  in  the  art  of  teaching, 
including  the  study  of  Quick's  Educational  Reformers,  and  Jewell's  School 
Government. 


The  following  Grammars  are  used  in  the  study  of  the  Classics:  Greek, 
Goodwin;  Latin,  Allen  &  Greenough ;  German,  Whitney;  English,  Har- 
vey's Revised. 
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DEPARTMENTS  OE  INSTRUCTION. 

The  aim  of  the 'Academy  will  be  to  give  young  people 
the  best  of  preparation  for  the  work  of  life.  The  courses 
of  study  have  been  carefully  prepared  to  secure,  as  far  as 
possible,  this  end.  In  all  departments  accomplished  in- 
structors are  provided.  The  text  books,  books  of  reference 
apparatus,  etc.,  are  among  the  latest  and  the  best.  The 
classes  recite  in  small  sections,  and  have  full  time  for  indi- 
vidual instruction  and  drill.  The  studies  have  been  so  se- 
lected and  arranged  as  to  train  all  the  powers  uniformly. 
Young  people  w411  find  them  well  adapted  to  their  wants. 
A  better  idea  of  these  courses  of  study  will  be  gained  from 
the  following  description  of  each. 

COLLEGE  PREPARATORY  COURSE, 

The  Green  Spring  Academy  wdll  prepare  students  for 
any  college  in  the  country.  The  studies  in  this  course  are 
Latin,  Greek,  Mathematics,  German,  and  such  of  the  Phys- 
ical Sciences  as  are  required  to  enter  the  higher  institutions 
of  learning.  Experience  has  shown  that  a  thorough  prepa- 
ration is  indispensable  to  those  who  are  looking  forward  to 
a  college  education.  Let  all  who  propose  to  enter  college 
be  sure  that  they  are  w^ell  prepared;  for  a  poor  preparation 
wnll  cripple  the  student  throughout  his  entire  college  course. 

Students  who  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  common  branches  may  complete  the  course  in  three 
years.  Advanced  students  may  enter  any  of  the  classes 
for  which  they  are  qualified.  Those  who  are  advanced  in 
some  branches  but  deficient  in  others  will  be  assisted  in 
making  up  such  deficiencies.  All  w^ho  have  completed  this 
course  of  study  w^ill  be  admitted  to  Adelbert  College,  Cleve- 
land, O.,  w^ithout  further  examination. 
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ACADEMIC  COUKSJi. 

The  Academic  course  is  designed  to  meet  Uie  wants 
of  those  who  are  unable  to  enter  the  higher  colleges,  li 
contains  the  essentials  of  a  good  education.  Thorough  in- 
struction is  given  in  the  common  branches,  also  in  Latin. 
Mathematics,  and  such  of  the  Natural  Sciences  as  are  gen- 
erally included  m  an  Academic  course.  The  study  of  Lat- 
in occupies  an  important  place  in  this  course,  and  it  is  aim- 
ed to  make  the  study  of  great  practical  value  and  the  source 
of  many  immediate  benefits.  Mathematics  is  studied  with 
a  view  to  strengthening  the  reasoning  powers,  and  of  mak- 
ing practical  appHcation  of  its  important  principles.  The 
course  is  an  excellent  preparation  for  business,  and  in  gen- 
eral for  the  work  of  Hfe.  It  is  the  special  aim  to  make  it 
thoroughl}'  comprehensive  and  practical. 
ENGLISH  COURSE. 

For  the  1)enefit  of  those  whose  time  is  hmited  and  who 
do  not  wish  to  study  Latin  or  German,  the  English  course 
is  offered.  This  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  common  branches  and  such  knowledge  of 
:he  sciences  as  will  enable  him  to  continue  the  stud}-  of  the 
same  by  himself.  The  studies  of  the  second  and  third 
years  include  Physical  Geography,  Physiology,  Rhetoric, 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  etc.  These  are  studied  some 
for  one,  others  for  two  terms,  so  that,  coming  as  thev  do. 
after  the  student  has  mastered  the  common  branches,  he 
may  easily  obtain  a  general  knowledge  of  their  subject  rhat- 
ter.  In  this  course,  as  in  the  others,  students  are  required 
to  be  proficient  in  the  common  branches  before  taking  the 
higher  studies. 
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MUSIC, 

Excellent  opportunities  are  given  for  the  study  of  vo- 
cal and  instrumental  music.  Two  pianos  and  an  organ  are 
provided  for  those  who  wish  daily  practice.  Good  work 
has  been  done  and  the  highest  proficiency  has  been  encour- 
ed.  The  course  for  the  piano  and  organ  includes  the  study 
of  the  works  of  the  best  artists.  Rehearsals  are  given  fre- 
quently and  thus  the  student  is  trained  to  appear  in  public. 
Private  lessons  are  given  by  a  skilled  and  efficient  teacher. 

Choral  classes  are  formed  in  which  special  attention  is 
given  to  reading  music  at  sight.  The  expense  of  such 
classes  is  merely  nominal. 

PEDAGOGICS. 

Lectures  on  the  science  and  art  of  teaching  are  given 
by  some  of  the  ablest  educators  of  the  State.  These  lec- 
tures are  primarily  intended  for  those  who  are  preparing  to 
teach,  but  all  the  students  are  invited  and  admitted  to  them 
free  of  charge.  Standard  authors  on  pedagogics  also  are 
studied  and  discussed. 

RELIGIOUS   INSTRUCTION. 

All  the  students  are  expected  to  attend  regularly  the 
church  of  their  own  choice.  They  are  also  encouraged  to 
attend  Sabbath  School  and  Prayer  Meeting,  and  to  culti- 
vate otherwise  the  voluntary  study  of  the  Bible  and  true 
piety.  The  Academy  is  not  sectarian.  All  denominations 
are  among  the  patrons  of  the  school,  and  all  are  welcome. 
The  aim  in  the  general  religious  instruction  is  simply  to 
awaken  the  moral  and  religious  perception,  and  to  impress 
the  truths  that  are  generally  regarded  as  important.

SCIENTIFIC  APPARATUS. 

The  sciences  are  studied  with  th(^  aid  of  tlu-  latest  and 
best  scientific  apparatus,  maps  and  charts.  The  important 
principles  of  all  the  sciences  are  thus  illustrated.  Many  of 
the  experiments  in  Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  art! 
performed  by  the  student  himself.  These  to^H,*t}ier  witli 
the  study  of  the  text-book  give  him  a  thorough  and  practic- 
al knowledge  of  the  branches.  An  extensive  Geological 
cabinet  makes  the  study  of  Geology  effective  and  interest- 
ing. Anatomy  and  Physiology  are  illustrated  by  means  of 
a  complete  skeleton,  charts  and  a  number  of  models. 
LITERARY  WORK. 
Attention  is  given  throughout  the  course  to  literarv 
work.  The  Phi  Delta  literar}^  society  affords  the  student 
a  good  opportunity  for  training  in  public  speaking  and  in 
parliamentary  practice.  Good  work  has  been  done  during 
the  past  year  in  this  society.  It  has  secured  for  itself  the 
nucleus  of  a  good  library.  Under  the  auspicies  of  Phi 
Delta  the  following  course  of  lectures  was  given:

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REGULATIONS.

ACCOMMODA  TIONS. 

The  Academy  is  a  beautiful  brick  structure,  erected  in 
a  campus  of  six  acres  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  It  contains  a 
commodious  chapel,  recitation  rooms,  music  rooms,  apart- 
ments for  a  family,  reception  rooms,  dining  rooms,  etc.,  and 
well  furnished  rooms  for  thirty-five  or  forty  students.  A 
number  of  excellent  families  in  the  village  have  also  provid- 
ed rooms,  and  good  boarding  can  be  secured  at  very  low 
rates.  Books  and  other  necessary  articles  can  be  bought 
here  at  as  low  rates  as  elsewhere,  and  all  the  accommoda- 
tions of  a  pleasant,  healthful  village  can  be  secured  with- 
out the  special  temptations  to  luxury  and  excess  that  are 
found  in  larger  places.
